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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species III in the reply filed on 12/2/05 is acknowledged. 
Applicant asserts that Species I contains a generic claim for Species III and IV. Upon 
further review, the Examiner contents that claim 1 is generic to Species I, III, IV and to 
new claims 55-63. As such, claims 1-3, 7-12, 19-24, 31-42 and 55-63 will be examined 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-3, 7-12, 19-24, 31-42 and 55-63 are allowed. 
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Regarding claims 1-3 and 19-24, there is no teaching or suggestion in the art of 
record disclosing an SRAM with at least one cross-coupled driver transistor comprising 
a crystalline semiconductor film formed on an insulating film having a protrusion, 
wherein the crystalline semiconductor film has a mono-domain region in which a 
channel formation region is formed, in combination with all other structural limitations of 
claim 1 . Therefore, independent claim 1 is deemed allowable along with its dependent 
claims 2-3 and 19-24. 

Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 7-12, 31-42 and 55-63, 
directed to the species of the generic claim 1 is no longer withdrawn from consideration 
since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32
